Alley denied that he beat Bruce to 
death, and contended that a man 
whom he does not know slew the au- 
ditor. 

Meanwhile, local authorities were 
holding as a material witness Olin 
Smith, 19-year-old .youth, who testi- 
fied before the coroner's inquest that 
Alley had engaged in furious com- 
bat with Bruce, and that he and Al- 
ley had driven away after the latter 
had told him he had - “whipped” 
Bruce. 

Alley’s story, told to officers volun- 
tarily, involved.a fourth eccupant of 
the car in. which the victim, Smith 
and Alley drove about the city late 
Sunday night, drinking heavily. 
Smith, however, insisted Tuesday aft- 
ernoon that there had veen no such 


persons in the car, and reiterated his | 
statement that Bruce’s death was the | 


outgrowth of an altercation between 


the auditor and Alley that began over. 


the division of a bottle of liquor 
which Alley possessed, 

Bruce’s body, the head battered, 
was found in a vacant lot on Eighth 
street near ©'’Keefe Junior 
school early Monday morning. Po- 
lice expressed the belief that the vic- 
tim had been “taken for a ride” by 
bootleggers who feared the auditor 
would betray them to the authorities. 


Youth Surrenders. 


Monday afternoon the Smith boy 
visited police headquarters and told 
detectives he and Alley had ridden 
with Bruce the previous night. Smith 
charged that Alley and Bruce had en- 
gaged in a violent quarrel during the 
ride. and that later the two had left 
in the car at the spot where Bruce's 
body later was found. The Smith 
youth declared he could hear the 
sounds of a terrific struggle, and that 
afer a few minutes Alley returned to 
the machine, got in and told him to 
drive off. 

“When we drove away.” Smith 
said in his statement, “he (Alley) told 
me to hurry because Bruce might call 
the police. Later he told me I was 
just as guilty as he was and made 
me promise not to say anything about 


Smith said he had no knowledge of 
Bruce's death until he read of the dis- 
covery of the auditor's body. After 
seeing the account in the newspapers, 
he asserted, he voluntarily gave him- 
self up and informed officers of the 
circumstances of the previous night. 

Woman Arrested. 

After Smith had implicated Alley,

custody for questioning. When she 
professed ignorance as to Alley’s 
whereabouts she was locked up on a 
charge of disorderly conduct.

TWO SCHOOL CHANGES 
‘WOULD SAVE $36,000 


Sutton Suggests Revision 
System of Increments 
Granted Teachers. 


in | 


Two drastic changes in the incre- 
ments allowed Atlanta school teachers 
and designed to save approximately 
$36,000 a year were brought to the 
attention of the Atlanta board of 
education Tuesday afternoon by Wil- 
lis <A. Sutton, superintendent . of 
schools. 

The proposals were as follows: 

1. Allow teachers the $5 a month 
increment for extra summer work only 
after masters’ degrees have been ob- 
tained instead of after bachelors’ de- 
grees as in the past. 

2. Formation of a cadet teaching 
force composed of about 50 per cent 
of all new teachers added annually 
to the system at a salary schedule 
considerably under the schedule for 
regular teachers of the system. Sut- 
ton explained that about 80 are added 
each year. 

In explaining the proposed slash in 
the $5 monthly increment for sum- 
mer work, Sutton declared that the 
standard of fitness of the Atlanta 
teachers has been raised and that that 
was the primary object of granting 
the increments originally. 

He also favored recognizing degrees 
of teachers from Class “A” colleges 
only. 

All the recommendations were 
placed on the calendar for the June 
meeting in order to give the board 
time to study the proposed changes. 


Cool Weather 
On Last Legs, 
Prophet Says 


Atlantans who have been shivering 
because of the cold, wet weather, so 
unlike the merry month of May, Tues- 
day were urged by C. F. von Herr- 
mann, United States meteorologist, to 
take heart. 

May has not always been so cold 
and heartless; nor does he expect that 
the month will continue in its present 
sad ways, Mr. von Herrmann said. 
Just for instance, he forecasts at least 
two days of fair weather with temper- 
atures nearer to normal. 

Today and Thursday will be fine 
days, with temperatures ranging from 
60 to 70 degrees, the weatherman said. 
“The month has been decidedly cold, 
the mean temperature for 12 days 
averaging 5 degrees below normal,” 
Mr. von Herrmann said, “but no rec- 
ords have been broken and the tem- 
perature is bound to run up for the 
rest of the month.” 

The coldest May in Mr. von Herr- 
mann’s recollection—his memory being 
refreshed by records—was that of 
1917 when the mean temperature was 
64 degrees. The normal mean is 70 
degrees, and the mean for May to date 
has been 65 degrees. But, the weather- 
man said. the average probably will 
be boosted by the enc of the month to 
the point where the deficiency will 
be overcome. 

The first 12 days of May, 193°. 
were 56 degrees deficient in temper- 
ature, or 5 degrees a day. The same 
'neriod of 1930 ran up an excess of 
‘temperature of 63 degrees, but May, 
/ 1930, played a funny trick. The first 


had been cut down to 14 degrees, cr 
an average of .5 degree a day excess. 

The normal temperature for. the 
first day of May is 66 degrees, and 
for the last day is 74, Mr. von Herr- 
mann said.

KE LEA OWED BANK 
NCAROLINAST 300,00 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 12.— 
(UP)—Before completion of testi- 
mony in his own defense Wallace 
Davis, president of the defunct Cen- 
tral Bank & Trust Company, admitted 
under cross-examination today that 
Colonel Luke Lea, Nashville publish- 
er, owed the bank $1,300,000 when 
it erashed last November. 

Davis, with C. N. Brown and J. A. 
Sinclair, directors of the bank which 
closed with $8,000,000 of city and 
county funds on deposit, are co-de- 
fendants in charges of misrepresent- 
ing the bank’s condition in a call re- 
port last September. 

Davis testified that more than $1,- 
500,000 in cashiers’ checks sold to 
Lea or his companies from August to 
November, 1930, were issued by the 
Central bank to Tea, in blank, per- 
mitting insertion of payees. This was 
shown when Special Prosecutor L, P. 
McLendon forced Davis to identify 
some of the papers during cross- 
examination. 

The former 


bank president said 
these cashiers’ checks and thousands 
of dollars in certificates of deposit 
were issued by the bank and sold in 
Tennessee through Lea’s companies 
to raise money for both the bank and 
Lea’s interests. 

In connection with the $1,300,000 
debt Lee allegedly owed the bank, 
Davis said the Tennessean, Lea’s pub- 
lication, was overdrawn daily at the 
Central bank in amounts ranging from 
&9,.000 to $90,000. He said the Bank 
of Tennessee, Nashville, defunct along 
with its parent, Caldwell & Company, 
received $300,000 in Central certifi- 
eates of deposit and that on Septem- 
ber 11 there was a transfer of $950,- 
000 of funds through the Central bank 
for Luke Lea.

FORBECF, TEST SHOWS 


MOULTRIF, Ga., May 12.—West- 
ern yellow corn is a better supple- | 
mentary cattle feed than Georgia | 
white corn when used with cottonseed | 
meal and hulls, it was indicated by the 
results of a beef cattle feeding experi- 
ment conducted here by the Georgia 
experiment station in co-operation 
with local packers, it was announced 
today at the first cattle feeders’ meet- 
ing ever held in the south. | 

Several hundred live stock men from | 
north Florida and Georgia were pris- 
ent, besides county agents and voca- 


tional agricultura} teachers trom more 
than 50 counties. | 

Fifty lots of beef steers were used | 
into pens o: ten each. The average | 
gain pr day for each pen was from | 
two and one-tenths pounds per head | 
to two and seven-tenths pourids per 


| head. 


In commenting on the results H. P. | 
Stuckey, director of the experiment | 
station, said: “A study of the results | 
above indicates that yellow corn was | 
white corn. This was 
shown especially by the fact that sev- 
eral of the animals in Lot 1 got o‘f| 
feed and had to receive special care | 
and attention, presumably as a result 
of the deficiency of their ration in 
vitamin “A,” which is contained in 
sufficient amounts in yellow corn but 
is lacking in white corn, The trouble 
with these animals was indicated 2 

staggering gait, nervousness, and ! 

a wild appearance. ‘These symptoms 
were not noticed until after abort 
90 days. It seems, therefore, that 
white corn can be used with satisfac- | 
tion for such animals for feeding pe- | 
riods of 90 days or less, but for long- |
